—tTelephone Lines Being Repaived — 


The district has been very seriously 
handicapped this spring by the fre- 
quent failure of its telephone system, 
Inyestization has shown such failure 
to be caused by the shooting of insula- 
tors from posts, Apparently, the 
practice of using insulators as targets 
for twenty-two rifles and for high- 
powered air guns has become wide- 
spread. On one district line no less 
than sixty insulators had to be re- 
placed this past\month; in every case 
they had been destroyed by bullets 
from twenty-two calibre rifles, 

The phone system is most’ essential 

at this time of the year, If it is out 
of order for a few hours while the 
water ig running at peak it may-mean 
loss of hundreds of dollars to the dis- 
trict ‘as a whole or to individual far- 
mers, \

one year, of the 1,381 deaths due to 
this cause, 470 were those of children 
under fifteen years of age,

of great public importance, 

The experience of this institution 
shows that appendicitis is a common 
ailment of children of all ages, When 
the condition is recognized early and 
js properly treated, the results are 
most satisfactory, If, however, there 
ie delay in securing proper treatment 
and the condition is allowed to pro- 
gress until the appendix ruptures, the 
hot infrtquent result is the death of 
the child despfte all efforts to save 
him, 

The condition calls for a repetition 
of what we have so often stated —

for recovery through the benefit of
